League's annual convention. 


Settlements approved 


Jerusalem (AP) - The Israeli 


parliament gave overwhelming ap- 
proval Wednesday to Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin's policy of 
continuing Jewish settlement in the 
occupied West Bank of the Jordan 
River, despite severe U.S. criticism 
of the policy. 


Scientologists win ruling 


Washington (AP) — A federal 


judge ruled Wednesday that the 
government's seizure of hundreds of 
documents in a raid at the 
Washington office ot the Church of 
Scientology was illegal and that the 
papers must be returned. 


However, U.S. District Judge 


William B. Bryant stayed the effect 
of his order to give fhegovernment'a 
chance to appeal. He impounded the 
documents. 


U.S. reassures Japanese 
(c) New York Times 


Tokyo — The Japanese gov^ern- 


ment, worried about the planned 
withdrawal of U.S. ground forces in 
South Korea, was assured 
Wednesday by Defense Secretary 
Harold Brown that the Carter ad- 
ministration intended to maintain 
"strong military forces" in Asia and 
play an active role in the area.

Lomita, Calif. (UPI) — When the 


robber stepped up to Helen Blair's 
window at a branch of the California 
First Bank and handed her a note, 
Mrs. Blair slapped her forehead 
with her palm and wailed in dismay, 
"I'm going to faint!" 


The robber panicked and fled, and 


that was the reaction Mrs. Blair had 
counted on. 


She wasn't really going to faint, 


she said later, and she didn't bother 
falling down because she didn't want 
to get her dress dirty. 


GM profit $1.1 billion 


Detroit (UPI) — General Motors, 


riding the crest of record new car 
and truck sales, reported a record 
S1.1 billion second-quarter 
profit 


Wednesday — the first time the 
world's largest auto company 
topped the billion-dollar mark in any 
three-month period. 


Prop-up pten rejected 


Washington (AP) — The Senate 


Finance Committee Wednesday 
rejected President Carter's plan to 
use income'tax revenues to help 
prop up the Social Security system. 


The decision, by an 11-3 vote, 


makes it almost certain that payroll 
taxes will be raised again to prevent 
Social Security from going 
bankrupt.

Washington (UPI) - The House Wednesday 


overwhelmingly approved President Carter's plan 
to give free food stamps to needy people and 
knocked down bids to ban the stamps for strikers or 
forbid their use for junk foods. 


The votes came as a farmer-consumer coalition 


of House members moved toward completion of a 
section of the pending omnibus farm-food bill 
overhauling the $5.6 billion food stamp program and 
extending it for four years. 


By a 317 to 102 vote, the House rejected an ef- 


fort by Rep. Steven Symms, R-Idaho, to strike 
Carter's plan from the stamp bill and restore an 
existing regulation under which needy people buy 
part of their monthly stamp allotments. 


Under existing regulations, a family of four 


with a net income of $250 monthly pays $71 in cash 
for a total stamp allotment of $170, thus getting a 
"free bonus" of $99 worth of stamps. Under the 
Carter plan which has already been approved by the 
Senate, there would be no purchase and the family 
would simply get its $99 bonus. 


Backers of the no purchase plan told the House 


it would help millions of people who previously 
have not been able to afford to buy stamps to enter 
the program and would eliminate frauds in handling 
$3.2 billion worth of cash stamp sales annually. 


After lively debate, the House followed its 


earlier precedents and slapped down, 249 to 170, a 
proposal by Rep. Richard Kelly, R-Fla., to refuse 
stamps to strikers. 


Kelly said the current practice of allowing 


strikers to get stamps if their incomes and assets 
are low enough to meet program standards puts the 
government on the side of unions in labor- 
management disputes. But Democratic floor leader 
Jim Wright countered a stamp ban would put the 
government on management's side. 


By a 242-173 roll call vote, House members 


adopted an amendment by Rep. Dawson Mathis, D- 
Ga. putting a ceiling of $5.8 billion on authority for 
stamp program appropriations in the 1978 fiscal 
year beginning Oct. 1. The ceiling would escalate 


10% a year, reaching $6.2 billion by fiscal 1981. 


Critics led by Rep. Fred Richmond, D-N.Y., 


said the "cap" could force the government to cut 
food stamp benefit rates in the future if unemploy- 
ment suddenly increased and prospective stamp 
spending rose above the ceiling. 


Mathis, however, said his plan was "more sym- 


bolic than anything else," partly because it is above 
the $5.6 billion already appropriated by Congress 
for the year beginning Oct. 1. 


"Basically it just puts the House on record 


saying we want to keep some control on spending," 
he said before approving the ceiling, the House 
rejected a more restrictive $5.6 billion fiscal 1978 
ceiling by 248 to 168. 


The House voted down two amendments to ban 


the use of stamps for junk foods — including ice 
cubes and cocktail mixes. 


Before adjourning Wednesday with hopes of 


completing the stamp section and the rest of the 
omnibus bill Thursday, the House rejected a 
proposal by Rep. James Jeffords, R-Vt., under 


which stamp recipients who later go back to work 
— and wind up the year with income at twice the 
government poverty line — would have to repay 
their stamp benefits. 


The House adopted an amendment by Rep. 


Henry Nowak. D-N.Y., requiring each state to set 
up a standby plan for distributing food stamps to 
needy people on an emergency basis during dis- 
asters like the freeze which hit the Buffalo, N.Y., 
area last winter. 


The plans would include preparations for in- 


forming eligible people how to get stamps. The 
Agriculture Department would also be required to 
set up a disaster task force to aid local stamp of- 
ficials in emergencies. 


Richmond noted that the pending bill repeals an 


existing provision under which people in disaster 
areas can sometimes get emergency stamp 
allocations regardless of their incomes. In Buffalo, 
many non-needy people got free one-month 
allocations last winter, he said. 


Planners reject 
perimeter freeze 


There's not much left after brush fire swept through Hal Lassmen's home. 
Fire like dynamite' to Ruiz

Santa Barbara, Calif. (AP) — When the fire that had rushed 


out of the hills engulfed the roof of Alex Ruiz' two-story stucco 
home, "it was like dynamite," Ruiz said. "It was gone in 
minutes." 


"The smoke was so thick I couldn't see anything. I didn't 


know if I was going to make it back down to my family." 


"I'd worked all my life for that home," said Ruiz. "Now 


I've lost everything. The fire came so fast all we could take with 
us was the clothes on our back." 


Ruiz was one of about 200 homeownecs whose houses were 


destroyed by a fierce brush fire in this wealthy community 
Wednesday. It descended on Santa Barbara from the hot, 
drought-stricken Santa Ynez Mountains and was being blamed 
on arson. About 3,000 persons fled before it. 


But Ruiz, an auto mechanic, was one of only a handful of peo- 


ple who showed up at two evacuation centers. With his wife and 
two children he was sleeping in an elementary school gym- 
nasium. Four other evacuation centers were closed down for 
lack of use. 


"We were ready for them, but they just didn't come," said 


Miriam Hawthorne, a nurse in charge of one center. 


"You have to realize," she said, "that the people who were 


burned out were well-to-do and they probably packed into 
motels or bunked down with friends." 


Many of the homes were canyon residences in the $200,000 


range. 


Ruiz said when fire came over a ridge toward his house he 


drove his wife, Maria, and their two children. Rachel. 10, and 
Alex Jr.. 9. to the bottom of the canyon and returned to fight the 
flames with a garden hose. 


"But the water pressure was too low. Everybody was using 


their sprinklers and the fire department was using so much 
water that there was nothing I could do." 


If they could, people packed valuables and animals into their 


cars before they fled. Others had time to take nothing. Some 
seemed in a daze. 


Cliff Cristal and his family set up housekeeping in a trailer 


home in a school parking lot. 


"We didn't have any time to pack." said Cristal. "We took" 


just enough clothes for a day or two and left After that we'll go 
back and we hope we'll find everything still standing."

A proposed moratorium on residen- 


tial development in portions of the 
countryside around Lincoln was 
rejected Wednesday by the City- 
County Planning Commission. 


But the commission said it wants to 


pursue other means of assuring that 
land set aside in the new Comprehen- 
sive Plan for urban development is 
not filled with acreages. 


"I think what we're all scared of is 


the little horse farms out in the coun- 
try that will still be there when the 
city moves out," said commission 
member Bruce Nirns. 


Planning Director Doug Brogden 


had recommended the 12-month 
moratorium as a temporary measure 
until a new zoning ordinance is 
drafted to enforce provisions of the 
Comprehensive Plan, the city's 
guideline for future growth. 


Attorney Dick Wood, representing 


the Chamber of Commerce, however, 
said that there is no "pressing need" 
for deferring applications. 


He contended that 
proposed 


development which would violate the 
new Comprehensive Plan could be 
denied on the basis of the plan, even 
though a new zoning ordinance has 
not been drawn up to implement its 
provisions. 


Meetings are now under way to 


draft the new zoning ordinance, but 
officials say it may be a year or more 
before the ordinance is complete. 


Attorneys also objected to another 


proposed temporary provision under 
which zoning classifications would be 
changed for Gateway Shopping 
Center and the Highlands North 
business area. 


Under the proposed zoning change, 


both Gateway and Highlands would be 
forced to return to the Planning Com- 
mission and City Council for approval 
of building plans. 


Herb Hopkins said that the proposal 


would complicate matters at 
Gateway, where some merchants 
have been given leases which allow 
them to add floors to their stores if 
retail sales reach a certain level. 


Gordon Miles, representing the 


Highlands developers, contended that 
the zone change might mean the the 
developers would have to obtain 
another environmental impact state- 
ment if the zone change were ap- 
proved. 


Offering an opinion differing great- 


ly from other comments was that of 
Joyce Holmgren, 4240 Normal. She 
said that all development applications 
which differ from the new Com- 
prehensive Plan should be deferred 
for a year to stop "piecemeal" 
changes of zone. 


On another point, the commission 


recommended that a new require- 
ment be established for expert's 
reports when wells are to be dug to 
serve housing developments in the 
county.

Although regents won, dimensions of victory unclear

IT* State Supreme Court has spoken, giving 


most of we points to the University of Nebraska 
Board of Regents. 


Bat it may be several years before the fancy 


footwork and maneuvering ends, and the exact 
responsibilities of the regents versus the 
Legislature are completely settled. 


"There is going to be a period of time in which 


there is probably going to be some restructuring of 
the relationship." said University of Nebraska at- 
torney John Gouriay, after spending Wednesday 
dissecting the nine-page Supreme Court decision. 


Basically, the court agreed tbat the 


Unicameral can direct the spending of the state 
general fund money, which this year will be about 
$101 million of a more than 1241 million budget. 


But the Legislature cannot tell the regents bow 


to spend other income — revenue from fees, tuition, 
grants and gifts. It cannot direct employes of the 
regents, it cannot set salary raises for university 
employes and it cannot tarn regenta! authority over 
to state departments. 


The suit itself was fifed in 1975 after the 


Legislature directed the kind of raises - S% plus 
W»- ttatNU faculty members shosJd receive 
and directed itoiPiaidem D. B. Vainer to 


prepare and submit more than 40 reports under 
strict deadlines. 


The decision also affects the university's 


relationship with the administrative branch, 
holding that laws in five areas ether do not apply to 
the regents or are invalid. 


These include any state control of university 


personnel, state control of university data 
processing, state control over planning, construc- 
tion and modification of buildings, state control 
over purchasing and state control over acceptance 
of gifts. 


Gourtay. who has already outlined five pages of 


statutes that are affected by the decision, said that 
the Supreme Court optnxn dealing with new 
facilities has far-reaching implications. The univer- 
sity no longer has to submit construction program 
statements to the Department of Administrative 
Services (DAS), and no longer has to have con- 
tracts reviewed and submitted to DAS before bills 
are paid. 


The Supreme Court decision also has 


ramifications for the state college system, accor- 
ding to Bart Overcash, attorney for the State 
College Board of Trustees. 


Because of a court case asking that the State 


Personnel Board be rotialmJ from reviewing the 
dismissal of a Wayne State employe, the Mate 


college board is particularly interested in this sec- 
tion of the opinion. And the order makes it clear 
that the state personnel system has no jurisdiction 
over the state colleges, said Overcash. 


Just how much control the Legislature can now 


wield and just how it will appropriate money — 
lump sum or with suggestions attached — are 
questions that university officials were unwilling to 
tackle. 


"That's going to be a real delicate area." said 


one man 


The decision did not take away Unicameral 


authority to give suggestions, and the Legislature 
can still wave the state general fund carrot as a 
powerful incentive. 


Waverly Sen Jerome Warner, chairman of the 


Appropriations Committee, said he thought the 
Vnicameral would continue giving direction 
through "intent language" in the legislative bills 


If those directions aren't followed, basically on 


a voluntary basis. Warner said he would assume 
that some appropriations could be reduced. 


Regental reaction was optimistic yet guarded, 


stressing that the decision was more a "clarifica- 
tion of roles" than a victory. 


"It isn't a matter of trying to hava a contest 


of power at all It's simply a clarification of con- 
stitattonal authority and proper and clear manate- 


ment responsibilities." said Regent Kermit Hansen 
of Omaha 


The ruling will not make any significant 


difference in the way the regents operate, but it 
may make it possible for the regents "to avoid 
some misunderstandings and be a little more ef- 
ficient," said Robert Simmons of Scottsbluff, 
regents chairman. 


"I don't think it will generate any more 


quarrels. The Legislature and the university will 
get along fine, now that each knows what the 
responsibility of the other is." he said 


And Warner agreed that he didn't expect the 


court ruling to result in more problems 


But the ruling lets the governor and the 


Legislature off the hook if the Board of Regents 
acts unwisely, he said 


The rombmation of lump sum appropriations, 


advocated by Gov Exon. and the court ruling 
makes many decisions the responsibility of the 
board for "anything that is not done." 


Or as Warner put it, "It's kind of like — give 


them the money and then give them hell" 


But the ruling won't put any additional pressure 


on the regents, according to Dr Robert Kocfoot of 
Grand Island ' 'I feel I'm cm the hot seat enough as 
it is." 
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Kite string blamed for fire 
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within 13 blocks of down

Santa Barbara, Calif (AP) - The string 


of a box kite that became entangled in a 
power line was blamed Wednesday for a 
devastating fire that swept out of a canyon 
and into this seaside resort city, 
destroying as many as 250 homes, before it 
was stopped at the edge of downtown 


The blaze was contained at 740 acres 


late Wednesday afternoon, Santa Barbara 
County Fire Department Chief William 
Patterson said Early damage estimates 
approached $50 million 


An estimated 3,000 persons were forced 


from their homes, but there were no 
deaths Officials said 22 persons were in- 
jured, mainly due to minor burns and 
smoke inhalation One person was 
arrested for looting 


Gov Edmund Brown Jr declared a 


state of emergency and deployed 500 
National Guard troops to assist local 
authorities in Santa Barbara, a city of 75,- 
000 persons 100 miles northwest of Los 
Angeles 


Donald Smith of the Santa Barbara 


County Fire Department said 360 struc- 
tures, including as many as 250 homes, 
were destroyed 
Another 25 were 


damaged 


Moments after fire fighters contained 


the blaze Santa Barbara County Dist At- 
tv Stanley Roden told reporters that the 
fire was not the work of an arsonist, as had 
earlier been reported by police 


Police questioned at length the person 


who was flying the kite but decided that 
"there is no evidence of criminality in- 
volved with this tragic event," said 
Roden 


According to Roden, the person flying 


the kite, described only as a man in his 
20s, made this statement. 


"I am deeply shocked and saddened by 


the great loss and suffering which has 


resulted from the fire I shall always 
regret the part, however innocent, I have 
had in this tragic matter " 


While the fire was still said to be of- 


ficially out of control, it was fully sur- 
rounded and knocked down from the 
explosive force of Tuesday night, when 
sheets of flame burned through the 
drought-parched brush out of the Santa 
Ynez Mountains 


Despite their success in containing the 


blaze, firemen were keeping a careful 
watch on capricious winds Officials 
feared that the hot, dry gusts, if they came 
up could blow sparks into brush, renewing 
the blaze and sending it ripping through 
the city again, burning buildings and 
homes untouched by the initial siege of 
fire 


At the height of the blaze, cyclonic fire 


storms erratically leap-frogged from ca- 
nyon to ridge leaving a patchwork of 
destruction across the city's richest 
neighborhoods where some homes are 
valued in excess of $250,000 


Investigators decided the kite was 


responsible for the fire because it was 
being flown in the area in which the fire 
started and because witnesses said they 
saw the kite become entangled in the 
wires and cause an electrical arc, Roden 
said 


Within minutes of the initial spark, 


many homes were engulfed in flame 


' This is all I have left, my wife and my 


dogs,' said Artillo Serena, a 75-year-old 
carpenter as he returned to the rubble of 
the holne he built 19 y^ars ago 


His emotions were shared by dozens of 


other homeowners who returned to find 
their lavish homes reduced to smoking 
rums 


The fire, spurred by hot, dry winds that 


gusted to 60 miles-an-hour, burned to 


within 13 blocks of downtown, clogging the 
area's streets with fleeing residents and 


51 Justbefore dawn Wednesday, the wind 
shifted and then died, giving firemen and 
their chemical-laden bombers their first 
real chance to halt the spread of flame 


Aside from the threat posed by erratic 


winds, fire fighters were worried about 
the low pressure in city water pumps, 
caused in part by the thousands of gallons 
of water homeowners poured on their 
houses to try to save them. 


In some cases, the last-ditch efforts by 


residents worked. The neighborhoods in 
the chaparral and eucalyptus-covered hills 
were mdiscnminantly hopscotched with 
untouched homes standing next to rums 


A layer of soot and smoke hung over the 


city as anxious residents returned to find 
their homes destroyed or spared 


The fire began only 200 feet from the 


starting point of a 1964 blaze that 
destroyed 75 homes 


Dist Atty Roden said the young kite 


flyer was in Sycamore Canyon when his 
kite was snatched up by a fierce wind and 
thrown into a 16,000-volt power line He 
said the string of the kite caused an elec- 
trical arc, which "either set the brush im- 
mediately below on fire or sent a shower 
of flammable material to the ground, 
which set the brush on fire ' 


After the fire roared out ot the canyon, 


it jumped from house to tree to house in 
the Riviera section, the city's wealthiest 
area 


Downhill, in the path of the flames, 


residents jammed their cars with 
valuable, easily moved items such as 
jewelry television sets, silverware and 
personal momentoes Then they fled down 
the narrow, twisting mountain road 
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Colorado still thirsty

damage was reported in Glenwood Springs Residents still are 
mopping up after mudslides did an estimated $2 million in

Increases in oil imports and a surge in 


foreign automobiles helped push total U.S. im- 
ports to a record $12.9 billion while exports fell 
to $10 1 billion for a record $2.8 billion trade 
deficit, the Commerce Department said. 


The Treasury Department maintains that 


western countries will have to have trade 
deficits for a while because of Arab oil prices 
and that the U.S. deficit is no cause for con- 
cern. 


However, Rep. Henry S. Reuss, D-Wis., 


chairman of the House Banking Committee, 
said "a trade deficit of these proportions" was 
bad news. He said there is "no doubt" that the 
trade deficit has led to a decline in the value of 
the dollar. 


The trade deficit has coincided with a recent 


drop in the value of the American dollar in 
foreign markets, though the dollar rallied 
somewhat Wednesday. 


The dollar was worth 2.304 German marks on 


June 10 but was down to 2.257 Wednesday. The 
British government tried to free its currency 
Wednesday to prevent it from being dragged 
down by the dollar and the pound sterling 
jumped nearly two cents against the dollar on 
foreign exchanges. 


A weaker dollar shrinks the purchasing 


power of Americans in the world market. 


So far this year, the U.S. trade deficit has 


totaled $12.6 billion, already double the $6 
billion for all of last year. The government 
expects this year's total to be from $23 billion 
to $25 billion. 


Meanwhile, Assistant Secretary of 


Commerce Frank Weil said the demand for 
high-priced foreign oil has upset the U.S. trade 
account. 


"It could takes us a decade or more to get 


back into sustainable equilibrium," he said in a 
speech at Bonn, West Germany. 


Weil said, "We're not alone in this 


situation," and said other importing countries 
will have to share the deficit. 


Oil imports accounted for most of the in- 


crease in imports, rising from $3.1 billion in 
May to $3.9 billion in June. Americans also 
bought more overseas cars, spending $1182 
million more on them in June than in May. 


The total monthly increase for machinery 


and transport equipment was $256.7 million. 


Imports increased in nearly all other 


categories, except food, which was down $193.4 
million, partly because of less buying of coftee 
and cocoa. 


The United States exported three per cent 


less, selling fewer aircraft, spacecraft, 
mineral fuel such as oil, and food in particular. 


The June trade deficit, adjusted for seasonal 


variations, was more than double the $1.2 
billion trade deficit in May, but only slightly 
above the $2.6 billion deficit in April.

"amateurishly placed." 


"I guess he hadn't watched enough TV westerns to do a 


good job," said Beverly Ward. 


Wertz lives about I'/a miles from the site of the blast and 


became a suspect after officers questioned persons in the 
area. Poli°e going to Wertz's house with a search and arrest 
warrant found him walking out of the woods carrying a rifle 
and pistol. 


Wertz was being charged with malicious destruction 


because a new law making it a felony to damage the pipeline 
has not yet taken effect. 


Questionable weld halts pipeline 


Valdez. Alaska (AP) — A questionable weld prompted 


eleventh-hour orders to shut down the trans-Alaska pipeline 
Wednesday and keep the first oil from above the Arctic Circle 
waiting just outside its destination at this ice-free port. 


The oil terminal here is the last stop on the 800-mile, $7.7 


billion trans-Alaska pipeline route, and Alyeska Pipeline Ser- 
vice Co. officials had hoped the first oil would arrive 
Wednesday night. 


Communion 
wafer in hand 
okayed for U.S. 


Vatican City (UPI) - Pope 


Paul VI has granted a request 
by U.S. Roman Catholic 
bishops that communion 
recipients be allowed to 
receive the wafers in then 
hands instead of directly in 
their mouths. Vatican sources 
said Wednesday. 


The Vatican sources said the 


pontiff granted the request to 
make communion by hand an 
option iqr those receiving the 
sacrament because two-thirds 
of the U.S. bishops at a recent 
conference voted in favor of 
the change. 


In the past, American priests 


have always put the wafer in 
the mouths of those receiving 
communion. They may still do 
so but now will have a choice.

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Showdown coming on auto emissions 


City Council not serious 
about saving energy

The City Council proposal to abolish 


a car pool/van pool program just es- 
tablished earlier this year is irrational. 


The 90'; federally-funded program 


aims at fuel conservation through coor- 
dinating and encouraging car pool ef- 
forts. 


Opposition ostensibly centered on 


the belief of some council members that 
if the new program were scuttled, 
existing personnel who will work in the 
new transportation department would be 
able to do the job of encouraging car 
pooling. Thus a savings would result. 


Mayor Boosahs said existing staff 


will not be able to do the job adequately. 
We'll buy that assessment. The mayor is 
not one to pad the payroll with un- 
necessary staff additions. 


The existence of a car pool program 


represents official city interest in fuel 
conservation and it corresponds with the 
n a t i o n a l e f f o r t t o reduce U.S. 
dependence on foreign oil. Why would a 
council which expresses interest in con- 
serving electrical energy (by reducing 
levels of street lighting) be opposed to 
programs which may result in the saving 
of motor fuel 
1.' 


The inconsistency is hard to explain. 


Also hard to explain is why the program 


would be scrapped when it just got off 
the ground and before it had a chance to 
prove what could be done. Admittedly, 
changing personal driving habits will be 
a tough nut to crack — but that does not 
mean the effort is not worthwhile. The 
energy situation is critical over the long 
run, whether or not we choose to think 
so, and sacrifice will be in order if we 
are to preserve the way we do things in 
some modified form. 


A "full-time" 
car pool program 


should be given a chance to prove itself. 
The mayor's request to continue it in the 
next fiscal year should receive support 
trom the council, if its members are at 
all serious about the city setting an 
example in the conservation area. If the 
program proves to have been a waste of 
money next year, perhaps a move to 
scrap it would then be in order. 


But this early move to scrap the 


program is not justified. The reasons 
just aren't there. Obviously lacking 
reason, the council majority proposal 
smacks of little more than political 
peevishness. 


The council majority of Baker. 


Hampton. Scherer and Sikyta seem to 
want to be uncooperative and petulant 
just for the sport of it. 


NU regents win, lose 


Observers may be right in predicting 


that there won't be much substantial 
change in the way the University of 
Nebraska operates or in funding levels in 
light of the Nebraska Supreme Court 
decision recognizing the Board of 
Regents' primacy in governing the un- 
iversity system. 


But the court decision puts to an end 


a long-simmering controversy by war- 
ning the Legislature 
against ad- 


ministrative meddling and it shifts cer- 
tain amounts of political responsibility to 
the regents. The buck will now stop at 
Regents Hall, rather than at the floor of 
the Unicameral. 


The Legislature will still appropriate 


the money but the regents will have 
more say about spending it. and it is they 
who will have to take the political heat. 


Things have worked out tor the best. 


The Legislature had become too involved 
in day-to-day operations at the universi- 
ty. It had become, in etfect. a senior 
board of regents with the duly-elected 


regents functioning somewhat as a 
junior body. 


In a ruling agreeing with Lancaster 


District Judge Sam Van Pelt, the court 
stated: "We think it is clear that the pur- 
pose of the constitutional provision was 
lo remove the university from the 
plenary corytrol of the Legislature and es- 
tablish the Board of Regents as an in- 
dependent body charged with the power 
and responsibility 
to manage and 


operate the University as free from 
political influence and control as 
possible." 


Political influences will not be total- 


ly lacking in the wake of the court's 
ruling. The elected regents are 
politicians, too. And if the board exer- 
cises its administrative power to the 
fullest, it rather than the Legislature will 
be the target for political flak. With that 
comes a greater tendency toward artful 
dodging. 


But it is good that the record has 


been set straight. And the regents, who 
sought this judgment, had better enjoy it 
while thev can.

The manufacturers insist they cannot 
meet the-tough cleanup regulations mandated 
for 1978 model cars. As they have successful- 
ly done in the past, they are lobbying for a 
delay in implementation of the rules. 


time is of the essence here. Although 


both houses of Congress have passed bills 
postponing application of the emission stan- 
dards, House and Senate conferees only 
recently began to meet. And the differences 
between the two measures are so great that 
there is considerable doubt they can be ironed 
out before the month-long congressional 
recess which begins Aug. 5. 


The auto industry, meanwhile, is gearing 


up for its 1978 model year. Ford Motor Co. 
wants to begin production of its new line of 
cars on Aug. 1, and General Motors plans to 
do so a week later. But new cars cannot be 
shipped in interstate commerce unless the 
Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) 
certifies that they conform with the 
requirements of the Clean Air Act of 1970. 
The EPA has authority to seek fines of up to 
$10.000 for every car that fails to meet 
tailpipe emission standards. 


No one expects penalties of that 


magnitude to be sought. Instead, the Carter 
administration is reported to be considering 
several other courses of action. For instance, 
the EPA could allow car-makers to ship their 
new-model vehicles to dealers pending later 
certification when the final version of the 
emissions-control bill finally becomes law.

Or the agency could permit the manufac- 
turers to sell their 1978 model cars as 1977 


. models until the end of the year if the cars 
are not too different from the 1977 models 
now on sale. 


Under still another plan, the manufac- 


turers would enter into a consent decree with 
the federal government, enabling them to 
produce automobiles but also requiring them 
to pay a penalty for each car produced. 


In its confrontation with Congress, the 


automobile industry holds some very high 
cards. It is the country's biggest industry, 
and its fortunes have a large effect on those 
of other major industries, including steel, 
rubber, glass and aluminum. 


Former EPA Administrator William D. 


Kuckelshaus took note of the industry's im- 
portance when he delayed implementation of 
emission standards for 1975 model cars. "In- 
volved." he said, "are billions of dollars, hun- 
dreds of thousands of jobs, the single most 
important segment of our economy, the 
largest man-made contributor to air pollution 
and the American public's intense drive for 
healthy air and apparently insatiable appetite 
for fast,

now on two other p r o m i n e n t 
Republicans — former President Ford 
and Ronald Reagan — deciding to stay 
out of the race. If either elects to run, 
Dole's present thinking is not to contest 
tliem. But if both stay out, he will have 
already laid the groundwork well in ad- 
vance of 1980 to go after the nomina- 
tion. 


Since January. Dole has spoken in 24 


states, at party fund-raisers and other 
events. Last Saturday he appeared in 
support ot an assembly candidate in 
Los Angeles, a Young Republican of- 
ficial and a friend of Charlie Black, 
executive director of the Republican 
iNational Committee and an old Reagan 
hand. The speech was part of Dole's ef- 
fort to endear himself to the 
Reaganites for the time they may be 
shopping around for another presiden- 
tial candidate. 


While he was in California. Dole also 


met with Lyn Nofziger, head of 
Reagan's Citizens for the Republic, 
who arranged for Dole to speak to a 
party central committee workshop. 
Nofziger made clear to Dole that while 
his first loyalty remains with Reagan, 
it tlie former governor decides against 
a second try lor the GOP nomination. 
he would be favorably disposed toward 
Dole. 


A n o t h e r evidence of Dole's

seriousness is the fact that he met a 
few weeks ago with John Sears, the 
1976 Reagan campaign manager, to dis- 
cuss the 1980 outlook. According to 
Dole, Sears advised him that he would 
probably be one of four or five promi- 
nent Republicans mentioned for presi- 
dent over the next year and, while 
carefully pacing himself, ought to start 
laying out some political directions. 
Sears did not commit himself to 
anything except to meet with Dole 
again next month. Dole says. 


Since the Sears meeting. Dole has 


been making nationwide mailings of his 
speeches to key Republicans, while 
working in the Senate to put some 
starch into the GOP opposition to 
President Carter. For example. Dole is 
sponsor of the farm bill amendment 
that would put the target price of wheat 
some 25 cents above Carter's figure, in- 
viting a Carter veto that could be a 
strong Republican issue in the farm 
belt. 


In his careful wooing of the right, 


Dole took a calculated risk recently in 
hiring Fred Slight, the research chief 
of the 1976 Ford campaign, as his 
Senate administrative assistant. The 
appointment upset some Reaganites 
because Slight had worked up the data 
for the very damaging Ford attack on 
Reagan's early proposal to cut S90 


billion from the federal budget. But 
Dole says he checked Slight out with 
Nofziger. and no objection was raised. 
That precaution as much as the ap- 
pointment itself is a commentary on 
Dole's sensitivity to the feelings of 
Reagan and the party's right wing. 


On the foreign-policy front. Dole has 


already been to Vienna. Belgrade and 
Jerusalem this year, and in October is 
to attend the human rights conference 
in Belgrade as a member of the U.S. 
delegation — thus tapping into that cen- 
tral Carter issue. 


In all this activity. Dole says his pur- 


pose is simply to "get along with 
everybody and make certain nobody's 
unhappy" with him — especially 
Reagan. And so far at least, he is 


succeeding famously. Democrats may 
continue to think Dole bombed in the 
1976 campaign, but Republicans still 
love the partisan raw meat he serves 
up. 


In invoking Jimmy Carter s 


successful strategy of running early 
and hard, however. Dole already has 
some Republican company. Freshman 
Sen. Orrin Hatch has had a Utah 
political counselor taking' soundings 
among the pros in Washington, and 
Rep. Phil Crane of Illinois has been 
mailing a Crane paperback on conser- 
vative politics to all 1976 convention 
delegates and alternates. Some 
Reaganites are saying that Sen. Paul 
Laxalt. Reagan's 1976 campaign chair- 
man, might be interested, too. if 
Reagan decides not to try again. And 
finally there is Sen. Lowell Weicker 
doing some exploring to the left of all 
these. 


These moves are no more than 


preliminary testings, but they confirm 
that the Republicans intend to take a 
leaf from Carter's 1972-76 campaign 
book. Other expected starters later on, 
such as Senate Minority leader Howard 
Baker and Gov. Jim Thompson of 
Illinois, may have to think about 
moving up their own timetables if any 
of these early probers appears to be 
making headway. In the meantime, 
though, the same factors that keep 
Dole from going all-out — the plans of 
Ford and Reagan — should serve to 
keep this early activity from getting 
out of hand.

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Auble is still keepin' time

Ord - His fingers still dance after 85 
years 


They pluck the strings, push the keys, 


hold the horn, play the notes 


Theyve done those things for seven 


decades now as long as Dr Glen Auble 
has been "in the band business " 


Born in 1892 near Ord, Auble was the 


grandson of James Auble, who had played 
tenor saxhorn in the Andover, N J , brass 
band in 1847 


His schoolteacher mother had received 


singing lessons in college and passed that 
knowledge on to her children The only for- 
mal music education he received, the Do- 
Re-Me system served Auble well 


His first orchestra position was keeping 


time on a tambourine while the rest of his 
family made the music But soon, Auble 
hit the big time 


In 1904 the 12-year-old was a full-Hedged 


drummer in George Eret s Ord City Band, 
although he posed for photographs stan- 
ding behind a bass drum because no one 
could supply uniform trousers small 
enough to fit him 


In 1910. Auble and a friend helped 


organize a pep band for Ord High School's 
football game against North Loup "It 
was, I believe, the first high school band in 
the state," he says 


From then on the "band business" 


boomed like a big bass drum By 1975. Au- 
ble had been involved with bands in Ord, 
Burewll, North Loup, Comstock, Sargent, 
Westerville, Greeley and Taylor 


In 1912, the recent graduate was 


selected to direct the Ord City Band and 
that, Auble said, "was a high point in my 


career Some of those men had gray hair, 
but they chose a kid to be director The 
respect they paid me was tremendous " 


He also began directing the local 


Methodist choir, a task he would perform 
for 23 years 


"In those days unless you went to church 


you didn t have music So many towns 
formed their own bands They had to 
There wasn t any radio or television so 
you had to make your own enter- 
tainment " 


By 1923, Ord had hired a professional 


music teacher to handle high school band 
chores and Auble, an optometrist by 
profession, became inactive "I thought I 
was through with the band business," he 
said 


He was wrong 
In 1932, Burwell residents urged him to 


torm a band there He did and within two 
\ears was directing a school band of 54 
musicians 


"The popularity of the band led to the 


Burwell School Board hiring a full-time 
music instructor and Auble retired once 
more 


"But that experience (at Burwell) was 


so gratifying that I made a proposition to 
Comstock 
he said It was in the late 


1930s and it took Comstock two hours to 
agree 


The relationship would last until 1968, 


when Comstock schools merged with Ord 


Shortly after the Comstock band was 


started, "Sargent was wondering what 
was going on and they propositioned me " 
Another band 


"Then the next thing knew Taylor asked 


me about it So I went on up and 
' Band 


No 3 


"All three went to a music contest one 


year, 
Auble said "I had three bands 


playing in three different rooms I just ran 
from one room to the next ' 


He dropped Taylor and Sargent during 


World War II. to help Ord The high school 
couldn't get a band director in wartime 
and Auble "felt obligated ' 


In the '50s he formed another band, in 


North Loup And he kept working in 
Comstock 
But by 1968, mergers had 


eliminated his bands and Auble retired, 
again 


Well, almost 
Sitting in his home, surrounded by 


photographs of past bands and trophies 
won, Auble laughed 


"You know, I thought I was out of the 


band business I really did But in August 
of 1971 the Loiip County School in Taylor 
advertised they needed a part-time in- 
strumental instructor I accepted " 


He led that band until May 21, 1975 


when, at age 82, he retired yet again 


Since then, he has refurbished the 100- 


year-old harp that stands in his living 
room, not far from the stereo and piano 
He also learned to play the harp How' 


"Same way I learned to play numerous 


instruments, he said "Same way a lot of 
people could learn if they would I'd get an 
instruction book, go home and work it 
out ' 


In all. Auble estimates he has worked 


with more than 1 000 musicians since that 
first band in 1904 He fondly remembers 
the "good musicians ' and ' good bands" 
and many a "good kid " 


And he says there has been tremendous 


interest in music around Ord 


Why' "They just had the fever, I 


guess,' he speculates

delay was to give scientists a chance to throw 
other switches to start the device in case his 
push button didn't work 


Scientists from the agricultural 


engineering department at UNL and from the 
Lincoln laboratory of the 
Massachusetts 


Institute of Technology heaved a collective 
sigh of relief when water gushed from the pipe 


A crowd of about 200 implement dealers, 


scientists and newsmen were on hand for the 
event, which officially began the first direct 
sun-to-motor irrigation system Other solar 
powered systems use the sun's heat to 
generate steam to run a turbine 


In the new system at Mead, the sun's rays 


are collected for electricity by panels made of

thousands of solar cells made of sihcone The 
current is then used to charge a trailer full of 
huge batteries 
The batteries power a 10 


horsepower motor that runs the irrigation 
system

Speakers at the event say that the original 


system cost about $1 million to install but 
predict that it can be duplicated by 1986 for less 
than $30 000 


The test at Mead will teach scientists how 


to best use the equipment for both irrigation 
and for gram drying 


The test will run several years to learn 


how well the equipment will stand up to 
Nebraska s climate with its hail, winds, snow 
and ice The entire system is packed with 
expensive instruments to record every aspect 
of the sun-to-electncity project studying its 
problems and feasibility 


Funds for the project came from the 


Energy Research and Development Ad-

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High court rules in favor of regents

The University of Nebraska should be 


run by the Board'of Regents with as lit- 
,tle control as possible from the 
Legislature, the Nebraska Supreme 
Court said Wednesday. 


Jn a landmark decision, the un- 


animous court upheld a ruling by the 
Lancaster County District Court which 
said the power to run the university is 
"Vested in the regents by the Nebraska 
Constitution and cannot be delegated to 
another officer or department by the 
Legislature. 
" The regents had challenged a 1978 ap- 
propriations bill which contained direc- 
tions for university officials to submit 
reports to the Legislature and set un- 


iversity staff wages at the same level 
as other state employes. The lower 
court held that directions from the 
Legislature could not be considered 
mandatory 


"The Legislature cannot use an ap- 


propriation bill to usurp the powers or 
duties of the Board of Regents and to 
give directions to the employes of the 
university," said the high court's deci- 
sion, written by Judge Leslie Boslaugh 


In making the decision, the court 


went back to records of the state con- 
stitutional convention of 1871. 


"We think it is clear that the purpose 


of the constitutional provision was to 
remove the university from the plenary 
(absolute) control of the Legislature 
and establish the Board of Regents... 


to manage and operate the university 
as free from political influence and 
control as possible," the court said. 


Funds derived from the operation of 


the university — such as fees from the 
medical center and student fees — and 
money from the federal government or 
private donors are controlled by the 
regents, and no one else, the court said. 
That money is not available for general 
governmental purposes. 


Salaries and raises for university 


employes are to be determined by the 
regents, not the Legislature, the high 
court also said. This was the only area 
where (he court disagreed with the fin- 
dings of the district court, which had 
said the Unicameral could determine 
the way raises could be given. 


The high court agreed with the fin- 


ding that two bills passed by the 1975 
Legislature were unconstitutional. The 
bills said any gift to the university of 
personal property worth more than 
$10,000 would need to be approved by 
the governor: gifts of real property 
worth more than $10,000 were to have 
been approved by the governor and the 
Legislature. 


Those laws were ruled invalid by the 


district court as an attempt to unlaw- 
fully delegate the regents' authority. 


The lower court also ruled, and the 


supreme court agreed, that the univer- 
sity did not have to become part of the 
state's centralized purchasing program 
or the central data processing division.

Gas plan blocked 
for week at least 


Kansas City (AP) — A temporary restraining order 


prohibiting the Federal Power Commission from implementing 
a controversial natural gas curtailment plan in a five-state area 
has been extended for another week. 


The order, which would curtail the extension of natural gas 


service to new homes and small businesses in 502 communities 
of jtfissouri, Kansas, Nebraska, Oklahoma and Texas served by 
Cities Service Gas Co., was halted by an order from Judge 
William R. Collmson of U.S. District Court last month. 


i* 
Collmson extended his order until Aug. 2. The judge's office 


said Wednesday a pretnal conference is scheduled for Monday, 
but no formal hearing date has been set. 


The FPC order, which was sought by General Motors Corp, 


also would revise priorities so that in a cold weather supply' 
crisis industries could get gas for some uses while some 
"human needs" commercial users such as hospitals nursing 
homes and schools would be cut off. 


Cities Service, based in Oklahoma City, has petitioned for a 


rehearing on the order. Gas Service Co. of Kansas City, the 
Kansas Corporation Commission, the Missouri Public Service 
Commission and the Chamber of Commerce of Greater Kansas 
City are among those seeking to intervene in the case so they 
can attack the^rder. 


The Kansas Corporation Commission has said in appealing 


the order that the FPC is trying to usurp state authority over 
the gas distributed by Cities Service. G. T Van Bebber, KCC 
chairman, said in an interview in Kansas Cily that other 
avenues of appealing the federal intervention are being con- 
sidered 


One option being discussed would be for the KCC to continue 


to set allocation priorities for gas distnbuted in Kansas, be 
said. Another, Van Bebber said, might be to reopen the state 
commission's own gas curtailment plan hearings. 


He said the agency's lawyers also are examining state and 


federal laws to see if the KCC can ignore or sidestep part of the 
federal order. 


"I don't think I would use that term," Van Bebber said when 


asked if he was suggesting defiance of the federal government.

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Blue Cross, Blue Shield 
rates beinq hiked 29.4%

For 135,000 Blue Cross and Blue Shield 


policyholders in Nebraska, the cost of medical 
insurance will increase significantly. 


Blue Cross and Blue Shield of Nebraska 


said it will increase rates an average of 29.4%, 
effective Oct. 1. The increase affects more 
than half of its policyholders in the state. 


Those affected include community-rated, 


small-employer groups of 24 members or less, 
bank depositors, individual direct pay 
policyholders and Medicare extended sub- 
scribers. 


The increase does not affect the larger, 


merit-rated groups, Blue Cross and Blue Shield 
said. 


The premiums of smaller community- 


rated groups are based on the claims 
experience throughout the state, while the 
premium of a larger merit-rated group is 
based on the claims experience of that group 
only. 


John. E. Humpal. senior vice president of 


community affairs and public information for 
Blue Cross and Blue Shield, said the rate in- 
crease was approved Tuesday by the State In- 
surance Department. 


It was approved effective Sept. 1, but Hum- 


pal said the increase would not be instituted 
until Oct. 1 after policyholders have been given 
30 days notice. 


The last Blue Cross and Blue Shield rate in- 


crease averaged 20% and was granted 18 
months ago. It covered basically the same 
policyholders as affected by the increases an- 
nounced Wednesday. 


Humpal said Blue Cross and Blue Shield's 


underwriting loss for the first five months of 
1977 topped $3.3 million and an additional $1 
million loss was anticipated for June. 


The 29.4% increase was based on a 


projected inflationary trend of 17-18%, he said. 


From June 1975 through May 1976, he said, 


the average daily hospital payment statewide 
was $114. The figure jumped to an average $135i 
a day for the same period this year and is;

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Water hearings 
thought rushed

Denver — Jimmy Carter tipped his hand when he put a 


number of water projects on the chopping block: the President 
is looking for new. strikingly different approaches to managing 
the nation's water resources. 


As with energy. Carter has taken the blitzkrieg path to for- 


mulating a new policy. When it is revaled by the President 
November 1. only six months will have elapsed since his call for 
a "comprehensive reform of water resources policy with water 
conservation as its cornerstone." 


Policy options were drawn up by federal Water Resources 


Council task forces and published July 15. Public input is invited 
this week and next, and many witnesses gathering here in 
Denver to testify at one of the eight regional hearings are in 
agreement that the process is moving too fast. 


At least 26 .\ebraskans will be among the 98 witnesses 


scheduled to testify here today and Friday. 


Witnesses at opposite ends of the spectrum — developers on 


the one hand and conservationists and environmentalists on the 
other — can agree on what they regard as lack of adequate time 
in developing policy options and for public response. They have 
their own opinions as to the scope of the options and the makeup 
of Carter's water policy task forces. 


Pat Patitz. Lincoln, executive director of the Nebraska 


Water Resources Association, said "the time frame is im- 
possible." "There is "not enough clarity" in the policy options, 
she said, and she believes "there are far too many people in the 
Carter administration who do not. and are making no attempt 
to. understand the water situation in agricultural states." 


"They should have taken a lot more time." commented Bruce 


Hamilton of Lander, Wyoming, who represents the Sierra Club 
region which includes Nebraska. "It's hard to realize the im- 
plications of what has been proposed," although, he said, "the 
options are not that creative." 


The agreement between developers and conservationists is 


not pervasive, however. 


Ted Hoffman, a former president of the Nebraska Sierra 


Club, said from Omaha that the regional hearings represent 
"the beginning of a real change that is sorely needed. It's going 
to get into a donneybrook. All the people who are for the status 
quo will be out there (Denver) fighting tooth and nail — water 
project development people, the barge lobby, politicians." 


The policy options which will serve as a target for witnesses 


do not. individually, necessarily represent administration 
thinking, but most observers believe that taken together they 
represent the thrust of Carter's attitude on water resource 
management. 


There are among them radical departures from the status 


quo: suggestions for a much higher pricing structure for water 
to encourage conservation; for drastic changes in cost-sharing 
arrangements for water projects: for changes in the cost- 
benefit equations upon which water projects are justified. 


Institutional changes are suggested which would mean not 


only reorganization of water resource planning and agency- 
reorganization, but fundamental changes in water law with an 
eve toward more federal sanctions where state laws do not 
meet federal standards of "equity, efficiency and environmen- 
tal quality." Some see this as a federal assault on the body of 
state water law as it has developed over 200 years. 


Other options propose de-authorization of water projects 


which have not been constructed in a certain period of time or 
do not meet new criteria, and equal consideration for non- 
structural alternatives in water management. 


Traditional irrigation interests, especially in the West, fear 


that Carter's policy will be a frontal attack on the status quo 
which could fatally injure that mode of food production, and 
destroy livelihoods in the process. 


Although agricultural water consumers seem most con- 


cerned, urban water users will not be ignored in the policy 
debate. One option said to be favored by the administration 
provides for an economic penalty applicable to municipalities 
and other publicly owned water utilities which do not establish 
water conservation programs. The penalty would be in the form 
of a percentage reduction in federal financial aid for waste 
treatment facilities and other water-related programs. 


The Denver hearing will draw witnesses from most of the 


Missouri River basin states and frorh the lower Rocky Mountain 
slates.

Her nurse's license was the first issued by state

Sixty-six years ago last May. Mrs Charles Ar- 


nold (who was then Cora Winifred Owen) was 
among several young women who took the first 
Nebraska nursing examination 


And. 
by the stroke of luck, Mrs. Arnold 


received what is thought to be the first Nebraska 
nurse's license issued by way of passing the nursing 
exam 


"It just happened that mine was the first test to 


be checked," said Mrs Arnold, who resides in 
Gateway-Manor 


"It doesn't mean I had the highest grade," the 


nonagenarian added 


But accordifig to Mrs Margaret Pavelka, who 


is the director of the Nebraska Board of Nursing, 


records show that Mrs Arnold received "very good 
scores on the licensing examination " 


Mrs Arnold's overall test average was 91 on a 


100-pomt scale Mrs Pavelka said Her scores on 
the various parts of the exam ranged from a high of 
99 for the surgery section to a low of 74 for drug 
uses 


Mrs Arnold graduated from Green Gables 


Sanatorium, which was operated by Dr Benjamin 
F Bailey where Madonna Home now stands 


"In training, we were on duty from 7 to 7," she 


said 


Before the uniform state nursing exam was in- 


stituted in 1911, Mrs Arnold said individual 
hospital!!' tested the nurses they employed. 


In her mid-20s, Mrs Arnold was a visiting 


jiurse m,ihe slums 


"It was the most satisfying and rewarding nur- 


sing work I did," Mrs Arnold said "I went (to the 
slum areas) for the Visiting Nurses Association, 
which was organized for the poor by mostly wealthy 
women 


"We just went in and gave these people care 


each day for as long as they needed it 


They were very ignorant Many were 


foreigners." she explained. "But when you gained 
their confidence, they were anxious to do what you 
told them to do ' 


After returning to Lincoln, Mrs Arnold retired 


from nursing to become a homemaker until World 
War U 
- During World War II her late husband, Dr 
Charles Arnold, volunteered to be a surgeon, 
although he was at retirement age, said the Ar- 
nold s daughter, Mrs Faith Davies 


And because of a shortage of nurses Mrs Ar- 


nold volunteered to help provide medical care for 
American soldiers who were brought back to Green 
Gables Sanatorium for treatment 


In 1946, Dr Arnold took his wife to China 


where he was a medical missionary Mrs Arnold 
taught conversational English to Chinese children 


The couple returned after two years in China 


But their experiences in that land were somewhat 
relived when, from time to time, the couple spon- 
sored Oriental students attending the University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln 


Of her mother. Mrs. Davies said, "She was 


always helping someone with a problem And the 
Oriental students were always coming over to get 
help with their problems 


She has always been a great spirit who could 


turn a phrase or make a cute remark 
she added 


Mrs Arnold is a petit, gracious woman to 


whom a smile comes easily except when pressing 
her hands to her forehead she tries to recall 90 plus 
>ears of memories 


She is best described by a poem she wrote about 


herself while confined to a local hospital 


"I'm glad I have glasses for reading 
For my eyesight's not of the best 
And with my poor hearing I m lucky 
For with good hearing aids I am blessed 
My pacemaker helps with my breathing, 
My cane with my walking, though slow 
So you see I m not human, 
But a composite woman, 
A mechanized woman, I know "

The remover should wear a 


face mask and washable 
clothing during the process, 
scoop the wetted-down ash out 
with a shovel or other device, 


Washington (UPI) - The 


Consumer Product Safety 
Commission ordered a major 
public information campaign 
to advice as many as a half- 
million consumers how to get 
rid of fake fireplace ash made 
of asbestos. 


The agency made final its 


ban on the ash as well as on 
spackling compounds con- 
taining the same mineral. Both 
products have been ruled 
hazardous because they can 
put asbestos, a known cancer 
causer, into the air where it 
can be inhaled. 


The commissioners ap- 


proved a detailed set of in- 


structions 
for do-it-yourself 


removal of the ash from 
fireplaces and told the agen- 
cy's staff to mount a media- 
based information campaign to 
spread the word. 


The agency estimates 300,000 


to 500,000 consumers bought 
fake fireplace ash during the 
last decade. Virtually all ash 
sold to be sprinkled on fake 
fireplace logs or in grates 
beneath them was made of 
asbestos. 


Removal instructions call 


for consumers to lightly wet 
the ash with a spray from a 
pump bottle containing water 
and a few drops of detergent. 


place it in ? double plastic gar- 
bage bag. wipe up the 
fireplace floor and tools with 
damp paper towels and dispose 
of them as well in the bag. 


The commission advised in 


addition the garbage bag 
should be labeled with a note 
that it contains asbestos and 
should not be broken. Con- 
sumers should contact their 
local health or sanitation 
department for disposal in- 
structions.

Nuernberger appeared before the 
County Board Wednesday in fine 
form. 


"I don't want to argue," he said, 


but he proceeded to do so 


"I'm fighting mad," he told them, 


about an error that he believes was 
made in his own salary during the 
first year he was in office 


In 1975, he was paid only $20,300 in- 


stead of the $21,300 which had been 
set by the county board 


Commissioners said the difference 


may have come about because 
Nuernberger, like all other county of- 


ficials, did not take office until mid- 
January in 1975 


Nuernberger said the error is too 


great for a few days' difference to ac- 
count for it He said the com- 
missioners have also made a "gross 
error" in setting his 1978 salary at 
$22,940 rather than $24,070 


Commissioners admitted that this 


was in fact an error and would be cor- 
rected, but referred Nuernberger to 
the county clerk's office to in- 
vestigate the alleged $1,000 mistake 


Nuernberger again argued, as he 


has in years past, for a budget based 
on a specified mill levy rather than a 
dollar amount. He says he is counting 
on a levy of 2 292 mills to supprt the 
bridge and special road fund (which 
he figures will provide a budget of 


$2.266,329), and a levy of 0 894 for his 
portion of the general fund 


Commissioners told him no final 


decisions on any budgets will be made 
until after the public hearing August 
9, and no mill levies will be set until 
after the budgets have been approved 


County Assessor Fritz Meyer told 


the board Wednesday that part of the 
$45,000 he has requested for updating 
assessed valuations in the county may 
be needed to lure expert witnesses for 
a base against Lincoln Telephone and 
Telegraph Co 


The telephone company has 


appealed Meyer's assessment of their 
inventory, Meyer claims the com- 
pany computes personal property 
values incorrectly 


Later, Commissioner Jan Gauger 


asked County Attorney Ron Lahners 
if he would object to using $5,000 to 
$6,000 in federal revenue sharing 
funds to pay court costs in the LT&T 
case Lahners said he had no objeo- 
tion 


Meyer had earlier claimed that the 


entire $45,000 is needed for the 
property tax update 


Meyer has no obligation to pay 


court costs out of his own budget, 
Mrs Gauger said 


County Board Chairman Bruce 


Hamilton said he is willing to vote the 
entire $45,000 into Meyer's budget, 
because "I don't want (him) to have 
any excuse not to complete the work" 
on the state-required update.

Passaic Detective Andrew Risko, 
ulio confirmed the 83 muggings over 
the past five jears were "all on the

Maryn, 56, has been hospitalized 


more than 20 times He's been 
stabbed shot at twice and hit over the 
head with a pipe His ear was partly 
cut off, his nose broken, his ribs 


kicked in his teeth knocked out and 
his skull fractured 


Marvn who stands 5 foot 9 and 


weighs 150 pounds, estimates he's lost 
more than S2 000 in cash and several 
bags of groceries He has suffered 
four car thefts, and the last time he 
lost his job as a night security guard 
because the car was his onl> transpor- 
tation and a blood clot in his leg keeps 
him from traveling far from home 


Now. Marvn says, he is un-

But Maryn has a different theory 
"When I go to work I always dress 


up — a suit a shirt, a tie When they 
see \ou dressed up, they think you've 
got money If I was walking around in 
overalls and a rip in my pocket, 
thi;re d be no problem " 


Maryn said another problem is that 


he smokes 
'A guy asks you for a 


cigarette 
Then he asks you for 


money If you don't have money, then 
he beats you up," he lamented 


Maryn's home is in "a place where 


a person is not too safe, especially 
after dark, ' police said 


But Maryn says he's been mugged 


in the daytime, too 


He's been the victim of young boys, 


teen-agers, able-bodied men and 
several women One evening he was 
walking home with a retired 
policeman when two women hit them 
from behind and robbed them, Maryn 
said The men were both beaten up 
and the former officer nearly died

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Centrum block progress continues

Atrium. 


Beatrice hospital plans approved

A $1.6 million construction and renova- 


tion project for Beatrice Community 
Hospital and Health Center was ap- 
proved Wednesday night by the 
Southeast Nebraska Health Systems 
Agency (HSA). 


Provisions of the proposal include the 


renovation and expansion of the 
hospital's emergency room, the 
intensive-coronary care unit from a 
capacity of two patients to five patients, 
a waiting area for radiology patients, 
storage rooms, administrative offices 
and out-patient and support services un- 
its. 


The project also calls for the addition 


of an isolation nursery and conversion of 
several semi-private rooms into six 
private rooms. One semi-private room 
would be eliminated. 


The current size of 60 beds will be 


maintained by the hospital, however a S2 
to S6 room rate increase is anticipated. 


The project will be funded by $639,000 


in existing hospital funds, $175,000 in con- 
tributions and an $800,000 bond issue. 


No opposition to the project was 


presented at the July 6 public hearing in 
Beatrice. 
- The hospital facility was originally 
built in 1911. Additions to the hospital 
were made in 1957 and 1970. 


Beatrice and surrounding com- 


munities also are served by the Lutheran 
Hospital of Beatrice which has 75 acute 
care beds. 


Also at the meeting, HSA board 


members approved grants for the im- 
munization division of the State Depart- 
ment of Health, Tabitha Home Health 
Services and state health department 
home health services. However, should 
there be a funding shortage, the board 
stipulated that the Tabitha project be 
given funding priority over the health 
department's home health service 
proposal. 


The immunization division proposal 


for federal funding was $111,085. The 
division also will receive $16,285 from 
the State Department of Health. 


The program calls for continued sur- 


veillance and child immunization for 
measles, mumps, rubella, polio-mylitis. 
diptheria, tetanus and pertusis 
, (whooping couj,h). 


Tabitha Home Health Services will be 


funded by the $14.034 HSA-approved 
grant. $1,367 in existing funds and $10,006 
in anticipated fees. 


The program will provide in-home nur- 


sing, therapy and other services to Otoe 
and Cass County clients. 


The $163.569 grant approved for the 


State Department of Health home health 
services will provide the addition of 14 
home health aides, a coordinator-trainer 
for the program and a typist. 


The staff additions will supplement 


existing personnel providing services in 
Butler. Dakota, Hall, Merrick. Nemaha. 
Red Willow and Saunders Counties. 


U.S., Britain ready to sell Somalia arms 


Nairobi, Kenya (UPI) — Eritrean 


seccessionists and Somali rebels both 
claimed fresh victories over Ethiopian 
forces Wednesday with the United States 
and Britain expressing readiness to sell 
defensive weapons to Somalia. 


Eritrean spokesmen said their forces 


•had captured the Eritrean town of Agor- 
dat. controlling the main road to the 
Sudan border, isolated the province 


capital of Asmara and now controlled the 
entire province except for three major 
towns. 


In southeast Ethiopia, insurgents of 


the Western Somali Liberation Front 
reported the capture of four more 
villages and the taking of prisoners of 
war in their campaign to wrest the for- 
bidding Ogaden desert from Ethiopia. 


Ethiopia reported heavy fighting in all 


the regions but indicated no towns had 
fallen. 


, The American and British announce- 
ment that they were ready to sell defen- 
sive weapons to Somalia, Ethiopia's 
neighbor and enemy, came after months 
of delicate talks, conducted mainly by 
Saudi Arabia, to try to woo Somalia from 
the Soviet Camp.

Beverly Hills, Calif. (UPI) - Groucho 


Marx's 27-year-old grandson was named 
permanent conservator of his personal af- 
fairs Wednesday during a 40-minute court 
hearing held in the entertainer's room at 
Cedars-Sinai Hospital. 


Arthur Marx, 56, the comedian's son, 


and linn Hemming, 37, his secretary and 
longtime companion, both withdrew their 
bids for the conserve torship prior to the 
appointment by Santa Monica Superior 
Court Judge Edward Rafeedie. 


"I'm glad the whole thing is over and 


that there won't be all this haggling 
anymore," the younger Marx, a 


songwriter and composer, said after the 
session. 


The appointment apparently ends a five- 


month legal battle between Arthur Marx, 
Andrew's father, and Miss Fleming, who 
was removed as temporary conservator 
last April after court testimony from 
household employes that she had physical- 
ly and verbally abused him. 


Nat Perrin, an old Marx Brothers 


screenwriter and family friend, was 
named to replace her, but resigned the 
position earlier this month. Andrew Marx, 
originally recommended for the post by 
Miss Flemming, was named to replace 


him at that time. 


Rafeedie said Marx, 86, responded to his 


questions and "seemed agreeable for An- 
drew Marx to serve as his conservator." 


"Me was alert but he has trouble 


speaking. He answered 'yes' when I asked 
liim if he wanted Andrew Marx to serve." 


Rafeedie said the Bank of America 


would continue to serve as conservator of 
the comedian's estate. 


"I feel very good it worked out this 


way." Arthur Marx said after the hearing. 
"This wraps it up pretty nicely so that 
everyone is as happy as they can be under 
the circumstances."

mitted were minors, with ad-

Workers at IBP.tavejbeen on strike for several months, so no 


production was underway. 


Operations were interrupted at Farm Products, Inc., a meat 


processing firm which leases space at the IBP plant. 


About six Farm Product* employes were working in the plant 


at the time of the rupture, said Charles McCarthy, a company 
spokesman. He said be could not estimate how much money the 
company lost .because of the interruption, but said it was 
covered by insurance.

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People reluctant 
to curb car use

A majority of Americans say 


the price of gasoline would 
have to go to 90 cents a gallon 
before they would cut back on 
the use of their automobiles for 
pleasure travel. 


Gasoline prices would have 


to go to $1.35 a gallon before 
they would stop using their 
own cars to go to work and turn 
to public transportation or car 
pooling. 


These results from a recent 


Harris Survey of 1,517 adults 
nationwide are significant 
because a rise in the price of 
gasoline is a central idea in the 
conservation side of President 
Carter's energy program now 
before Congress. The ' un- 
derlying assumption is that if 
the price of gasoline reaches 
certain levels, oil consumption 
can be cut back by 10% 
nationwide by 1985. 


Pleasure driving is the area 


that would respond most readi- 
ly to a price increase. For 
example, if gasoline went to 75 
cents a gallon, 43% of all car 
owners say they would cut 
back on pleasure driving. At|l 
a gallon, the number cutting, 
back jumps to 64%. At the top 
end, at S2 a gallon, 78% of the 
car owners say they would cut 
back on pleasure use of their 
automobiles. 


Converting people who now 


drive to work alone to the use 
of public transportation or car 
pooling is a much tougher 
problem. If gasoline were 75 
cents a gallon, no more than 
]8'r of all those who now drive 
to work would change. At $1 a 
gallon, 38% would change their 
means of transportation. At 
SI.25. 49'o of drive-to-work 
people would car pool or take 
public transportation. At $2 a 
gallon. 54% say they would 
share or abandon their use of a 
car to get to their place of 
employment. 


Whether people will actually 


do what they say they will do 
remains to be seen. In Europe, 
the price of gasoline has risen 
since 1973. but the use of 
automobiles has not declined 
appreciably. However, the 
price of gasoline has always 
been appreciably higher 
abroad than in the United 
States, and people may have 
taken the increases in stride 
there. 


There is no doubt that the 


American people are con- 
cerned about the amount of 
gasoline they consume. Fiftv-

nine per cent acknowledge that 
they are wasteful in their use 
of energy, especially gasoline. 
Nevertheless, 
they reject 


rationing by almost seven to 
two, although a majority would 
favor taxing gas guzzlers. 


What was lacking in Presi- 


dent Carter's original energy 
proposals were plans for exten- 
sive use of car pooling in get- 
ting people to and from work. 
In an ABC News-Harris Poll, 
taken earlier this year, there 
were indications that the coun- 
try might be ready to respond 
to incentives for car pooling. 


One proposal for car pooling 


would "require employers to 
set up a special bonus arrange- 
ment for employes who form 
car pools in driving to work, 
giving employers tax credits 
for such bonuses paid." By 65- 
25%, a majority of the public 
feels that such a device would 
be effective in getting people 
to use car pools. By a substan- 
tial 60-28%, a majority would 
favor such a measure passed 
by Congress. 


Another car-pooling ap- 


proach would be to "have the 
federal government help pay 
for vans that companies will 
loan to employes to drive car 
pools to work." By 56-36%, a 
majority believes such use of 
vans, with accompanying tax 
credits for companies, would 
be effective in making car 
pools work. By a 49-4370 
plurality, most people would 
also favor this idea. 


As for the general notion of 


"urging people to use more car 
pooling." a sizable 87-10% 
majority believes such a cam- 
paign by President Carter 
would be effective: by 88-10%, 
they are in favor of his 
launching such a campaign. 


Support for the idea of car 


pooling was evident recently 
when Rep. Thomas Ashley, 
chairman of the special House 
Committee on Energy, ad- 
vocated an additional three or 
four cents a gallon gasoline 
tax. with some of the proceeds 
to go toward setting up incen- 
tives for car pooling. 


In that very difficult area of 


cutting back on the use of gas- 
oline by people who use their 
auto to go to work, car pooling 
may be an idea whose time has 
come.

What a difference 
9 pounds makes, 
Retelle discovers

Nine pounds may not seem much to the average person, but 


it's a lot of weight to jockeys. 


That's how much weight John Rettele gained while 


recovering from a broken bone in his right foot during the re- 
cent Ak-Sar-Ben meet in Omaha. 


"It's hard keeping in shape during the real hot weather," 


Rettele said during a break in the State Fairgrounds' races. "I 


wasn't keeping fit and was get* 
ting big. 


"I was up to 119 pounds. I 


like to weigh 110. In this 
business, a few pounds makes a 
lot of difference," he said. "I've 
been real lucky. I've had several 
spills like all riders, but I've 
been lucky I haven't been 
seriously hurt." 


Rettele was injured during a 


freak starting gate accident on 
the morning of June 25 at Ak- 
Sar-Ben. He was schooling a 2- 
year-old. 


The horse threw Rettele off 


and stepped on his foot. The 26- 
year-old rider was on crutches 
for about two weeks and then 
wore a walking cast for three 
weeks. 


Even more crucial than the time off while gaining nine 


jounds was losing several of his mounts to other riders. 


"I lost a lot of business. A lot of my horses were picked up 


by other riders," he said. "When I returned, they still kept 
riding, so it hurts a lot. 


"It's hard to start riding again," Rettele said. 
This was the second serious accident for Rettele in seven 


years of campaigning. 


He broke a collarbone while an apprentice rider in 1970 at 


Hazel Park near Detroit. That accident occurred in the fall, so 
he didn't lose much riding time. 


"I was planning to come home anyway, so I had the whole 


winter to get better. This one was different. It was right during 
the season," he said. 


Rettele won his first riding title over at last years Colum- 


bus campaign. He had been second and third at several other 
race tracks. 


Following a trend at Wednesday's races, Rettele scored his 


first Lincoln win this season with the longest priced horse of the 
two-day season. 


He tallied a neck win with Terrell Hammer's No Mystery in 


the second race, a 6-furlong chase for $2,000 claimers. 


The 8-year-old was making his first start this season and 


paid $110 for a S2 win ticket. He paid $46.20 to place and $9.60 to 
show. 


That produced a $563.20 daily double as the OK Farm, Inc's 


Boyardo won the opener under Dave King for a $13.20 payoff. 


The only favorite to win on the eighth-race card was the 


Napier Brothers Staple's Twiddley De, who captured the fifth 
race under Allan Hill. The 7-year-old mare won at a modest 
$6.20 win payoff. 


A. H. Johnson's Miracle Wave, ridden by Terry Matfaeny, 


captured the third race, for 2-year-old Nebraska-bred maiden 
fillies at a generous $77.80 return. 


Another long-priced winner was Phil Robinson's British 


Marine, who scored a $39.20 return under Perry Compton in the 
sixth race. 


Still, the 5.078 patrons wagered $374,130 — an increase of 


$122.960 from the corresponding date in 1975 ($251,170).

Lockwood captures 
lead in state golf

Harry Lockwood claims it was engineering 


school, not golf, that attracted him to Iowa 
State University as a freshman out of Omaha 
Westside two years ago. 


But the way Lockwood engineered his 


three-under-par 69 Wednesday in the first 
round of the Nebraska State Amateur Cham- 
pionships at Hillcrest Country Club, he might 
want to rearrange his priorities. 


Lockwood earned his masters with his 


putter in grabbing the opening round lead by a 
single shot over University of Nebraska golfer 
Rick Reynolds of Lincoln, and former Husker 
Craig Moyer. 


He hit only 13 greens in regulation figures, 


but needed only 27 putts for the day in posting 
his low numbers. 


"When I get hot with the putter, anything 


can go in," Lockwood said following his round. 
"That's exactly what happened today. I made 
an awful lot of good putts for birdie and par." 


On the opposite end of the spectrum was 


one of the tournament favorites, Hillcrest's 
Mike Hughett. Putting woes kept the Oral 
Roberts University sophomore out of the lead 
he might have held after hitting 16 greens in 
regulation. 


Finishing with an even-par 72, Hughett 


stroked the ball 35 times on the green, in- 
cluding a three-putt on the final hole for a 
bogey. 


Hughett missed birdie putts of four feet 


and 30 inches down the stretch and, finally, a 
three-footer for par on 18. 


"You can play this course for 50 years and 


still misread short putts," Hughett said. "At 
least I'm hitting the ball good. I wasn't even 
doing that the past two days." 


Lockwood had also had problems hitting 


the ball prior to the tournament. 


"I was spraying all my shots." he said. "I 


was either hooking it or pushing it until today. I 
finally started to hit it straight. 


"It really surprised me," added 


Lockwood. whose most recent tournament out- 
ing netted him 20th place at the Iowa Masters 
Tournament in Ames. "At Hillcrest. you really 
need to have a straight tee ball with the trees 
that line the fairway. I was happy to see that." 


Before this summer, Lockwood's only 


claim to fame in golf was the state juniors title 
in Hastings back when he was in high school. 


"Except for that, the only thing I was in 


was a small tournament in Schuyler over the 
Fourth of July," he said. "I'm just happy to be 
in the position I am right now." 


Lockwood realizes how stiff the competi- 


tion is that's closing around him for the four- 
day, 72-hole event that runs through Saturday. 


"This is really a strong field here," 


Lockwood said. "That's what you expect from 
a tournament of this caliber." 


Just two shots off the lead are two more 


University of Nebraska players, Doug Smith 
and Steve Station, both of Lincoln. 


The 1975 champion, Mike Klein of 


Scottsbluff, is bunched at 72 along with 
Hughett and this year's match play champion 
Larry Sock of Lincoln. 


Also at 72 are Allan Watson, Jim Brown- 


field, Mike Miller Larry Arkfeld and Jay 
Muller. 


Lockwood toured the front nine in three- 


under-par 33 with birdies on Nos. 2, 4, 5 and 9 
with a lone bogey on No. 6. A birdie on No. 11 
was offset by a bogey on the finishing hole for 
an even-par 36 on the back side. 


Thirteen golfers were able to match or 


better par for the opener, a number that surp- 
rised quite a few of the players who expected 
scores to be better under the near-perfect con- 
ditions. 


The field will be trimmed to the low 54 


players and ties following Thursday's second 
round for the final two days.

Nicodemus decision soon?

The fate of University of Nebraska 


women's basketball coach George 
Nicodemus appears headed toward a 
final decision at Saturday's Board of 
Regents meeting. 


Although his dismissal does not appear 


on the agenda of the session scheduled at 
Regents Hall, Lincoln Regent Ed 
Schwartzkopf indicated discussion of the 
matter is likely. 


"We have to clear the air on this thing 


soon," he said Wednesday morning. 
"The decision will be no easier the 
longer we delay." 


After completing his second year at 


Nebraska. Nicodemus was asked to 
resign shortly after Dr. June Davis was 
appointed women's athletic director. 


Although the University administra- 


tion can act to release employes, final 
approval must come from the regents. 


Schwartzkopf said the regents decided 


not to act on athletic director Bob 
Devaney's 
recommendation 
that 


Nicodemus not be rehired after a story in 
The Lincoln Journal and Star 
newspapers questioned the action. 


"We (the regents) decided we wanted 


some follow-up information on the sub- 
ject after seeing that story," 
Schwartzkopf said. 


He said the board instructed UNL 


Chancellor Roy Young to secure the 
desired information before a decision 
was made. 


Contacted at his office Wednesday 


morning, Young said he did not wish to 
discuss the matter. 


Asked if he will submit the information 


he has acquired to the regents Saturday, 
Young said, "It is not on the agenda, but 
it is likely we will discuss it." 


Schwartzkopf explained that normally 


the Board of Regents would have 
accepted Devaney's recommendation to 
relieve Nicodemus because "this is nor- 
mal procedure. We have to depend on his 
(Devaney's) expertise because we are 
not that close to the situation. We must 
rely on fiim and accept his recommenda- 
tion or he would lose his effectiveness." 


Asked if he thought the regents would 


reject Devaney's decision and retain 
Nicodemus, Schwartzkopf said he doubts 
that would happen. 


"The evidence would have to be pretty 


strong to warrant our not accepting 
Devaney's recommendation." he said. 


Nicodemus is being paid through 


August, and the 52-year-old coach is still 
reporting to his office each day. He was 
at work Wednesday and said, "I've 
talked to one regent and expect to talk to 
him again Thursday. I don't know what 


will happen. 


"I am also going to file a letter of 


grievance today (Wednesday) with a 
grievence committee at the University." 


.Nicodemus said he is not questioning 


Devaney's recommendation that he not 
be retained. "He (Devaney) has given 
Dr. Davis the authority to run the 
women's program and is going by what 
she recommends," Nicodemus said. 


Informed of Nicodemus' actions, 


Devaney said, "He can do whatever he 
wants about appealing, but as far as I'm 
concerned, his contract was not renewed 
and that's it. Actually, I don't see any 
sense in continuing to debate the issue in 
the press." 


Nicodemus said he requested on two 


different occasions that his situation be 
reviewed by the women's athletic 
department and wa., rejected both times. 


"I felt I had to go somewhere," 


Nicodemus said. "I can't deny that 
during the season some of the kids were 
not happy. But as long as there are kids, 
they are not all going to be happy. I tried 
to play the best players I had and would 
do the best for the team. 


"If I get an order in writing, I have to

NCAA may change cage tourney qualifying

Kansas City (AP) - The National 


Collegiate Athletic Association is 
bracing for a controversy and tightening 
the entrance requirements for its in- 
creasingly popular national basketball 
tournament. 


Beginning with the I960 tournament, 


only the 16 conferences with the best 
tournament records the previous five 
years will receive automatic quali- 
fication. For the 1977 tournament, there 
were 21 automatic qualifiers and 11 at- 
large berths. 


If the new restrictions had been effec- 


tive this year, the Ohio Valley. Ivy 


League and Southwest Conference, all 
with 1-6 tournament marks the past five 
years, would have tied for the final 16th 
invitation. 


"The 
NCAA is committed to having 


the best 32 teams in the tournament," 
said Tom Jernstedt, assistant executive 
director. "The committee felt obligated 
to devise more demanding criteria to 
make sure the best teams are given a 
chance to compete." 


Eighteen conference champions now 


get automatic invitations. The Eastern 
College Athletic Conference, an um- 
brella organization with 36 members, 


gets three automatics for its three sec- 
tional titlists. But the NCAA Council is 
reviewing the ECAC's compliance with 
automatic qualification criteria, and if 
the Council decides the ECAC does com- 
ply, the Division I Basketball Committee 
will recommend it receive two 
automatic berths rather than three. 


The new procedures, voted by the 


basketball committee, are expected to 
be approved by the Executive Com- 
mittee Aug. 11-12 in Greensboro, N.C.

Some problems 
surface at opener 


Despite some operational shakedown problems caused 


by a brand new facility and the largest opening-day crowd in 
Nebraska horse racing history (excluding Ak-Sar-Ben), 
State Fairgrounds general manager Henry Brandt viewed 
Tuesday's first day 01 races as a success. 


I'm pleased with everything," an exhausted Brandt said 


after Tuesday's star: of the 29-day horse racing season at the 
new $5.4 million grandstand. 


"Things ran fairly smoothly," Brandt added. "There are 


some problems that have to be ironed out. though." 


The most vocal complaints came from those in general 


admission area. Many bettors were agitated by the lack of 
seating space and the difficulty of getting bets placed. 


"We have gotten some feedback on this problem," said 


Brandt. "We need more room in the general admission area. 
Unfortunately, there is nothing we can do about it right now. 
But it is something we are definitely going to have to look in- 
to." 


Brandt is hoping the ticket window problem will improve 


by increased efficiency of the sellers as the meet continues. 


"We had a lot of new help and they will pick up more 


speed as we go," he said: 


Brandt said another problem was persons going to the 


wrong entrance in the clubhouse. 


-"If people want to go to the reserved table section, they 


should go the east entrance and get tickets. They don't have 
to buy general admission tickets," he said. 


"If people have reserved seats in the clubhouse, they 


should go to the west entrance and they don't have to buy 
general admission tickets," he said. 


However, Brandt's source fo greatest satisfaction came 


from the record opening-day crowd and mutuel handle. 


The Tuesday throng of 6.884 wagered S487.189 to easily 


better the previous State Fairgrounds openingday records of 
6,620 and $354,302 set two years ago. Those totals were the 
best opening-day standards on the Nebraska horse racing 
circuit outside of Omaha's Ak-Sar-Ben track. 


"It has to be the highest per capita day ever," Brandt 


noted of the 577.77 average per person poured through the 
windows. 


"I think it's possible we can still do better. We have plen- 


ty of seats left in the clubhouse. I'm just glad the first day is 
over," he said.

Woodcock1' That migrant bird with the long beak? I'll bet 


you always thought woodcock hunting ranked right up there 
with the old jokes about setting a buddy out in the woods with a 
gunnysack calling for snipe all night while you and wiser 
"hunters" went to a local pub. 


Actually, woodcock hunting is a fine art m parts of the coun- 


try. The reason for Nebraska setting its season, the first known 
to have been set, was to gain more knowledge of the gamey 
bird 


By holding a season, set for Sept. 15-Nov. 18, Game and 


Parks biologists felt they would likely put a few more hunters in 
the field and biologists and conservation officers right along 
with tltem. 


The number of hunters expected to go to the field for wood- 


cock is low. The population dispersal is limited mostly to the 
Missouri River area But how do you hunt these birds"? 


There aren't many woodcock hunters in Nebraska. In fact, 


there aren't that many woodcock hunters anywhere. It is a pop- 
ular game bird of Michigan. Wisconsin and some of the eastern 
states, however. There have been many books and magazine ar- 
ticles on woodcock hunting.

Whatever you do in learning how to hunt the woodcock, 


remember one thing. You don't hunt them with a gunny sack at 
night. 
Strongarm fishermen 


It's not your typical Mafia related fishing tale. In fact, if the 


Mafia heard about these strong-arm statistics, they'd ban 
fishing from their hit-man ranks. 


Setting the hook while fishing has long been a topic of 


fisherman strengths and weaknesses. Some guys set the hook 


too hard. Others twitch the end of their rod tips and that's that. 
Some bass anglers have actually been known to break bass boat 
seats when setting the hook with tremendous force. Or so they 
think. 


The scientific minds of Berkley and Company, makers of 


fishing lines, rods and reels, tried to find out just how hard 
fishermen can set a hook. It takes a lot of drive to sink a hook 
into the tough, bony jaw of a bass or walleye. 


Before actually conducting its field work, the Berkley crew 


started with a field of 42 veteran" fishermen. The anglers were 
asked to estimate their fish hook setting strength in a pound-pull 
basis. The estimates ranged from 2 to 18 pounds with five 
pounds being the average guess. 


Next Berkley sent a team of divers into the water to see just 


how strong our strongboys were The diver fastened a tension 
guage to one end of a fishing line with the other fastened to a 
fishing rod, in turn fastened to a hefty fisherman. 


Asked to set the hook as best they could, the anglers tugged 


and ripped, hammered and snapped. The guage read from one 
pound to a maximum of 10 ppounds pull when a fisherman set 
the hook. Only seven of the fighermen generated better than six 
pounds of pull. Only one reached 10. 


The biggest surprise, according to the Berkley testers, was 


that 12 of the 42 didn't top one measily little pound. And you 
couldn't figure out why you kept losing fish at the boatside 
every year.

It is impossible to say how long the 


human race existed before they began to 
discuss at what milisecond its members 
began to exist. 


But, as the planet continues to shrink, 


the debate continues, as long as the 
planet has life, about unwanted fetuses 
who grow into unwanted babies and if the 
human race has the right to halt their en- 
try to the planet. 


Planned Parenthood had a press con- 


ference Wednesday in the State Capitol 
to protest a new policy under considera- 
tion by the State Welfare Department. 


The proposal, if adopted, would 


eliminate all taxpayer-supported abor- 
tions, except in cases where the woman's 
life is endangered or 
whether the 


pregnancy resulted from rape or incest. 


Gov. J. James Exon has ordered the 


welfare department to have a public 
hearing about the proposal. The hearing 
will be at 9 a.m. Thursday in the State 
Office Building. 


And the organizers are 
out in the 


trenches, pitting the 
rigjits of 


generations not yet born against the 
rights of the women who will have them 
against a society and a planet that will 
have to support them. 


Several spokesmen from churches, 


human service and health care agencies 
said the welfare proposal, if adopted, 
would discriminate against the state's 
lower-income women. 


The local television stations were 


there, filming the conference for the 6 
o'clock news. About 10 persons stood 
behind the speakers, holding placards 
with such messages as "Free Choice." 


The Rev. Larry Doerr, of the United 


Ministries in Higher Education, said the 
proposal would use welfare regulations" 
to discriminate against a particular 
class of persons." 


Welfare systems often operate to keep 


people in a certain economic class, The 
Rev. Mr Doerr said. 


"There is an apparent need in our 


society, both economically and psy- 
chologically, to maintain a welfare 
class; a class whose continuing 
demoralization we reinforce to make us 
feel better about ourselves; and, 
evidentlly, a class to bear surplus 
children to supply the need of the middle 
class," he said. 


The Rev. K. Lowell Gaither, minister 


at United Methodist Church, said the 
planned parenthood movement has 
championed the right of each family to 
make their own .decisions about the 
number and spacing of their children. 
This right should not be reserved for 


those able to afford the necessary 
counseling and medical services, he 
said. 


If the limitations had been in effect 


last year, the Rev. Mr. Gaither said 
many of the abortions covered by 
Medicaide funds last year (512 in 
Nebraska) could not have been per- 
formed. 


Women who could not have afforded 


the cost fo a safe legal abortion "would 
have either given birth to a child not 
wanted by them or take the serious 
health risk of a self-induced abortion or 
one performed illegally by a non- 
physiciain." he said. 


Leslie Rutherford of the Open Door 


Health Center said that 31% of women 
who become mothers before age 16 have 
income below the poverty level. About 
11 ','<, of women who wait until they are 22 
to have their first child are below the 
poverty line, she said. 


Roberta Sugden, from the United 


Methodist Church, said "after prayerful 
consideration," she felt that the final 
decision in abortion is "an individual 
responsibility." 


Alter the conference, the protestors of 


the proposal gathered in the Rtunda to 
discuss strategy for the public hearing. 


Arguments, they ebb and flow, but the 


battle keeps rolling along. 


Judge rules against Union Insurance 


Former policyholders of Union Mutual 


Insurance Co. won a $2.5 million judg- 
ment Wednesday from Lancaster County 
District Judge William Hastings. 


The judge ruled that the policyholders, 


members of a class action suit against 
the Union Insurance Co., were entitled to 
share that amount because of an under- 
payment when the old firm became the 
new one. 


All business from Union Mutual was 


transferred to Union Insurance in March 
1973 after a bulk reinsurance agreement 
for all policy-holders was arranged. 


Policyholders of the old company 


shared in an $8.3 million dividend as part 
of the reinsurance agreement. 


The class action suit charged that the 


dividend and the agreement were not 
equitable. 


Hastings agreed, saying the decision 


on the reinsurance agreement was not 
given proper consideration by the board 
of directors. 


Four of the five directors named in the 


lawsuit — Mr. and Mrs. E. E. Francis, 
Mrs. Maurice Gerleman and Robert 
Walters — did not have sufficient infor- 
mation to make the decision to dissolve 
the old company, Hastings said. 


The other director, board chairman 


Maurice Gerleman was the person the 
other directors relied upon for informa- 
tion. Hastings noted. 


"From all that appears in the record. 


Mr. Gerleman really made no 
reasonable effort to find out what the 
company was worth." Hastings said. 


The fair market value of the company 


was $10.8 million. Hastings ruled, and 
the policyholders should be paid the 
difference between that and the dividend 
of $8.3 million. 


The number of policyholders involved 


in the suit is estimated to be about 52,000.

Omaha (UPI) — Two felony charges 


were filed Wednesday against a man in- 
volved in a shoot-out with two detectives 
in an Omaha bar Tuesday night. 


Gary Kennedy. 24,'was charged with 


shooting with intent to kill, wound or 
maim and being a felon in possession of a 
firearm. A burglary charge also was 
filed in connection with a July 4 
burglary, the Douglas County Attorney's 
Office reported. 


Detective Robert Brisby said Kennedy 


was handed a .22-caliber automatic 


pistol by another man when he and of- 
ficer Mary Bruner entered the bar. 


The other man,.Frank Hussey, 21, 


Omaha, was charged Wednesday with 
being a felon in possession of a firearm. 


Brisby said when he approached 


Kennedy, the suspect began shooting. 


Kennedy fired nine shots and Brisby 


fired six, police said. Mrs. Bruner, who 
had gone to call for assistance, fired one 
shot when she returned to the bar as the 
suspect fled out the back door. 


Kennedy apparently briefly held an 


elderly couple at gunpoint in their home 
before fleeing again, police said. 


Kennedy was arrested at his home 


about 3'a hours after the shooting. 


Deputy County Attorney Gregory 


Schatz said Wednesday he had instructed 
detectives to pick up Kennedy in connec- 
tion with a July 4 burglary, although no 
warrant had been issued. 


At the time of his arrest, Kennedy was
